To the Hbﬁorabk, the dongress of the United States :

The Memorial of the Legislature of the State of Minnesota
respectfully showeth, that in acéordance with the provisions
of the Enabling Act, passed by your honorable body to au-
thorize the people of the Tervitory of Minnesota to form a

-Constitution and State Government préparatory to admission

into the Unidn on' an equal footing with the. original States,

. the citizens-of the said Territory in the loyal and faithful

- nnderstanding of that Act and its intent, convened' their

-State Legislature after their acceptance of the Constitution

and adopted your federal executive’ officers uwntil formal

‘declaration should be made by Congress of our admission

into the Union. . . C .
That this Legislature finds itself called wpon for the pay-
ment of large Bums of rhoney for debts contracted during
our Territorial organization, for propdr and 'necessary ob-
jects; and which, therefore this Legisluture could ‘mot right-
fully repudiate ; the details of which are shown in the do-

‘companying sppropriation bills, which have been duly passed

by thiis Legislature, and which have been approved by the
acting Gevernor. :

And further your Memorialibts vespectfully represent,
That the sum of sixty-four thousand dollars hae been appro-
priated for the payment of the expenses of the Convenlion
anthorized by your honorable body to be held during our
Territorial existence, for the purpose of framing a Constito-
tion for the Btate of Minnesota : '

And further, that in consequence of the delay which your
honorable body Las seen fit to interpose to the declaration
of the admission of Minnesota into the Union, this Legisla-
tare has protracted its session, is denied the passage of
many important laws, apd is now about to adjourn for several
months, whereby great additionsl expense ig made to the
State : T :

Wherefore your Memoriglists respecifully urge that an
appropriation be made by your honorable bedy, of twenty-
five thousand dollars to indemnify the State for her appro-
priation to pay claims made against the Territory ; and that
the further sum of sixty-four thousand five huadred dollara
for expenses of the Constitutional Convention ; and the fur-
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ther sum of fifty thousand dollars to assiat in defraying the
expenses of the present Liegislature, to which she was enii-
tled as a Territory.

And the attention of your honorable body ia further called
to the particulars of the numerous claims now pressing upon
the State, growing ouf of the Tndian disturbapces of last
Spring as sct forth in a former Memorial from this Legisla-
ture :

And your Memorialists, as in duty bound will ever pray.
